WHO’S WHO 

PETER BASCH (K.J.) graduated from Col- 
umbia College with a B.A. in Physics in 
1977. He bid farewell to Physics after grad 
school at Berkeley where he performed 
the role of Sir Amorous LaFoole in Ben 
Jonson’s EPICOENE. His favorite roles 
include Gonzalo in THE TEMPEST, Peter 
Quince in MIDSUMMER NIGHT’S 
DREAM, Count Rostov in WAR AND 
PEACE, Howard Hughes, Samuel Taylor 
Coleridge, and God the Almighty in THE 
COUNCIL OF LOVE 

TIM CHOATE (Martin) appeared on 
Broadway in CRIMES OF THE HEART 
and DA, both directed by Melvin 
Berhardt. Here at MPL he was in COME- 
DIANS. His films include THE EURO- 
PEANS, JANE AUSTEN IN MANHATTAN 
(these directed by James Ivory), THE 
FIRST TIME, BLOW OUT, GHOST STORY, 
and the recently completed DARK EYE. 

MICHAEL CURRAN (Chris) makes his 
New York debut with HACKERS.
